Citizens of totalitarian na- 
tions are very glib when describing the advan- 
tages of living under their dubious form of 
government. We of the democracies, however, 
lazily content in our security, know little indeed 
of just what makes our way of life so comfort- 
able. "The democratic way of life” is a word 
combination that rolls pleasantly off our 
tongues, but do we know what it actually 


means? 


This little book simply and eloquently describes 
life in a democracy; what privileges may be 
enjoyed; how every citizen himself is a part of 
that government and has a voice in its activities. 
It describes our freedoms and warns against 
their abuses. It explains the Constitution and 
the Bill of Rights.

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YOU AND DEMOCRACY 


YOU live in a democracy. 


YOU have the key that opens the door to a Treasure House. In it you will 
find precious jewels. These are the privileges, advantages and freedoms that 
are the rights of every human being. 


YOU who hold the key are the guardians who must keep the precious jewels 
safe for all. 

Only in a democracy is the key to the Treasure House in the hands of all 
the people. In order to protect the jewels you must know what they are, how 
precious they are. You must understand their power to bring happiness to 
the greatest number 6f people. You must understand how these jewels came 
to be, and why every person has the equal right to enjoy them. 
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Let us examine life in our democracy. 

Let’s walk down the main street of a town or city in any community. It 
may be your very own. What do we see? There are shops and movie houses, 
department stores, grocery stores, butcher shops, fruit stores, drugstores, ice 
cream parlors, office buildings, hat shops and dress shops. People are moving 
about, going into stores, coming out of stores. Going into the movies, coming 
out of the movies. They go where they please, they buy what they please. 
They may walk up to a newsstand and buy a newspaper, a magazine, a comic 
book. They buy whichever paper they wish. The paper has been printed 
by a free press. If they do not like what one paper prints, they buy another. 
They follow their right to read what they please. They may read several 
papers to get different opinions. 
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On a side street there may be a Cathedral and nearby a Church, or a 
Synagogue. People go in and out of these places of worship. They are happy 
in their freedom to worship God as they please. 


Down the street comes a 
group of children. Boys. Curiously enough, they have the same name. “No 
they have not,” you say. “I know those boys. One is called Johnny and the 
other is Giovanni.” 

You are wrong. They do have the same name. Johnny, Giovanni, Hans, 
Juan, Jan, Jean, Ansel. They're all the same. The name is Johnny in different 
languages. Some trace their families back to the days of the early pioneers. 
The grandparents and parents of others came from Italy, Germany, Mexico, 
Sweden, France, Holland, Puerto Rico. The boys are running along the street 
together. They go to the same school. They are learning the same things. 


Each one of those boys has the same rights granted in a democracy. One 
of them may be President some day. Which one? Anyone of them will have 
the opportunity, if born in the United States. The important thing is that’ 
each one can decide what he wants to be. He can choose his own profession or 
Occupation. Out of that group may come a political leader, a doctor, a police- 
man, a postman, storekeeper, banker, publisher, fireman, scientist. Whatever 
the occupation or profession may be, he can choose to have it or change to 


another if he so desires, 
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The same is true of the girls on the other side of the street. Blonde, brunette, 
red-head, black hair, brown eyes, black eyes, grey eyes, blue eyes. Margaret, 
Peggy, Gretel. There are many other children with different names. In some 
communities people have come from every corner of the globe. What will 
the girls be when they grow up? Who knows? It’s up to them and to the 
community. Housewife, teacher, aurse, actress? If the community is a true 


democracy, each one will be given an equal opportunity to develop in the 
best way possible. 


The boys and girls meet and go off together. Playmates, friends, com- 
panions working together, living together in harmony and understanding. 
They are all so different and yet so much alike. Each has the right to the 
precious jewels in the Treasure House of democracy. 


The largest number of children go to the public schools. Others go to 
private or parochial schools. The parents have the freedom to decide where 
they wish to send their children. j

The children learn that every person is important, and every kind_of job is- 
important, The farm, the work bench, the office, each is a link in the chain 
that keeps democracy together. The people in overalls who do a good 
mechanical job or labor of some other kind have an equal right to the key 
that opens the Treasure House of freedom. In your community you find 
teachers, carpenters, firemen, artists, bankers, musicians, policemen. People 
who work in radio and television. People who listen and look. People who 
make the movies, people who go to the movies. There are people who own 
little shops and those who own big department stores. The owner of a 


department store may have owned a little shop at some time.

These people were children at one time and most of them went to school. 
They learned about citizenship in a democracy, but not as much as YOU. Do 
you know why? Because democracy is the one form of government that 
keeps on changing as the years go by. It moves slowly but it moves surely 
toward the goal of achieving the greatest good for the greatest number. 

No one pointed at these people and said, “You must do this or that work. 
Each one decided for himself the job he liked best to do. 
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If we took a quick look at the schools as they were when your grandparents 
or even your fathers and mothers were boys and girls, we would see that 
| many changes have been made since then. First of all, there are a great many 
|. more schools so that more children can get an education. The schools have 
| been built in later years with the thought of giving YOU more light, more 
space, better seats. More and more old buildings are being torn down and 
new ones are being put up. Lessons and studies are quite different. Children 
go to school more years ‘and get more education.

Those threats must be met so that 
no one can come along and try to destroy what has been patiently built up 
through the years. You who hold the key to the Treasure House know that 
the weak links in democracy can best be strengthened by democracy itself. 

Democracy is not perfect, but it has the ways and means to become as 


nearly perfect a system of government as is possible in a constantly changing 
world.

The precious jewels of freedom were put into the Treasure House by the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights. They were fashioned by very wise men 
who understood human nature and knew that there were times when laws 
were necessary to keep freedoms alive. They were also wise to give people 
the right to change some of the laws and add other ones if the rights of the 
greatest number of the people were being threatened in any way. 


Through this right, twenty-one changes have been made in the Constitu- 
tion. These changes were not made quickly nor overnight. They were made 
through more than one hundred and fifty years. They were made by the will 
of the people with the desire to give more rights, more privileges to more 
and more people. 


Laws are rules of the game agreed upon by men and women. 


In a democracy the people make the laws and the people change the laws. 
One of the rare jewels is the right to vote; the freedom to elect men and 
Women in the government to represent you and to see that laws are enforced 
m your community, state and nation. 
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Laws grant you freedom, precious freedom to each one. But, it does 
mean that one can use that freedom to injure another person.

You may 
Say what you please to any person, but you cannot say anything untrue about 
a person that will injure his good name. You may say what you please about 
your government. You may criticize any official of your government, includ- 
ing the President. You may use your freedom of speech to point out the weak- 
nesses in the government. Because you have freedom of assembly, you may 
gather in places with people, speak as loudly as you wish to as many people 
as you wish; if you feel that that is the way to improve our democracy. You 
have the freedom to form or join organizations. But you cannot use your 
freedom of speech or your freedom of assembly to destroy freedom. The green 
light is the signal for you to use your freedom of speech and assembly to 
Preserve order, liberty and justice. When anyone uses his freedom of speech 
to destroy those principles then he has passed the red light, which means 
danger, danger to democracy and all it stands for.

Your home is a very precious jewel. : 

Your home is sacred. Not even the policeman can enter your home withou 
a warrant given him by law which permits him to enter. If, however, anyone pies 
should walk into your home’and take something or destroy something you% 
can call upon the police to come and protect you. 

YOU, therefore, have to respect that same right for others. If everyone 
followed the green light of freedom for others as well as for himself there 
would not be the need for so many laws nor for police. But unfortunately 
there still are people who have not yet learned how to'use their freedoms 
so as to share their benefits and cooperate with everyone in the community. 
Read your Constitution again and again and study the rights that are given 
to you. 5 


When a person is charged with a crime, he has the right to a trial in 
a court of justice, and he is called innocent until he has been proved guilty 
by a jury of his equals. He cannot be punished twice for the same crime. 
An accused person is given every opportunity to prove his innocence. That is

You have the freedom to choose whatever work you wish to do. At the

The green light is given to the individual to buy, sell, invest, compete with 
other business people in a fair open market. But here, too, there is a responsi- 
bility. The interest’ of the consumers, that is the buying public, must bg 
considered. As soon as one person or a group of persons starts grabbing every- 
thing for themselves, then the red light has been passed. A wise business 


man pleases the consumer for he knows that in the end they both will share 
the benefits of the freedom which is theirs, 
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All these benefits come to you through the precious freedoms, the jewels 
that abound in the Treasure House that is democracy. Did you know there 
were so many of them? People get so used to having precious possessions 
that they take them for granted. Let’s look at our jewels again to make sure 
we know what they are so that we will be careful not to lose any of them. 
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You have freedom of speech and freedom of assembly; freedom to worship . 
God in any way you wish; freedom of the press which gives you freedom 
to print as well as to read what you wish, even to criticize the government if 
you feel it will help the common good. You have freedom to own property, to 
go into business, to work at any job you like; freedom to go into a profession or 
the arts. You have the right to petition the government for redress if you 
feel you have been wronged in any way; the right to a fair trial by jury if you 
are accused of a crime. No one can say you are guilty unless you have been 


proved guilty.

Yes, even the President has 
to follow the green light. The law gives power to the President, to the Senate, 
to the House of Representatives.

In the Declaration of Independence you find very important truths. 

“We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of Happiness.” 


“All men are created equal.” 


Just what do these words mean? Do they mean that everyone is born exactly 
the same size, with the same color of skin or eyes? With the same talents or 
the same kind of mind? You know that is not so, for you see all around you 
people of different sizes, different coloring, and different abilities. 

What then do the words “created equal” mean? They mean that each per- 
son is born with the equal right to be given the chance of “Life, Liberty and 
the Pursuit of Happiness.” Each person has the right to the key that opens the 
Treasure House. 

But he has that right only so long as he does not deny it to others. 

The door of the Treasure House should be opened wide for all who under- 
stand how to use the precious freedoms. 
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Freedom also means responsibility. 

Freedom and responsibility go together. You have rights and at the same 
time you have duties. In a democracy each citizen sees to it that these rights 
are not destroyed. The rights granted to one person are equal to the rights for 
all persons. All have the ri ght to go in any direction they choose, but all must 
go with the green light and stop at the red light. 

The green light says, “Enjoy your freedom.” The red light says, “STOP! 


You will injure someone, and in injuring someone you will hurt yourself. 
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A man builds a factory. He thinks not only of machinery, equipment, light 
and air. He realizes also that human beings have to work in the factory. They 
have to be provided for. They need decent wages and good working hours. 
A fair employer thinks of these things. The fair employer appreciates his right 
to have his own business, but he knows that the working men and women have 
rights, too. They have the right to form and join unions so that they can pro- 
tect their interests through collective bargaining. Sometimes workers strike 
to get what they want. They stop work while they bargain for an increase in 
wages or better working hours. ; ; 


We read about these strikes, but we seldom read or hear about the hundreds 
of factories or other businesses where representatives of management (the 
owners) and representatives of labor (the workers) get together and discuss 
their problems over a table. They settle their differences in open debate 
through conciliation. Through give and take. 

That is the way of democracy. Many great decisions are arrived at by dis- 
cussing an issue in open forum. Some people think that changes can be made 
only through force and violence. These people do not understand democracy. 
Democracy believes you can get the greatest good for everybody through 


reason. 
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Someday YOU will vote. Don’t wait until then to find out the duties and 
responsibilities of the voter. It is a great privilege to be able to use a secret 
ballot, to select the candidate you feel is best suited to represent you in your 


government. Representative government also gives YOU the right and oppor- 


tunity to run for public office if the people wish to have you. So start now to 
become an intelligent guardian of one of the precious freedoms. 
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Democracy to all the people who recognize that or 
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A The most important guardian of our precious jewels is the understanding 


of democracy. Unless you understand what democracy is, you cannot live it. 
How can children best learn to understand democracy? Education is the 
answer. The schoolroom is living democracy. There, boys and girls learn to 
know each other. They learn to play together, to work together. They learn 
that a community is made up of all kinds of people. They learn that while 
each child can develop his own personality, every child has a responsibility 
to the entire group. Later this understanding reaches out to the community, 
then to the state, tọ the nation and to the world. 


You see then what a great responsibility each person has in the welfare of 
the country. YOU may be only one individual, but YOU are important. Each 
one of you is a link in the chain of government. All of you have the privilege 
of deciding how strong the chain of democracy shall be. 

YOU are heirs to the Treasure House. 


YOU hold the key that opens the door. 
YOU must be watchful guardians. For there are selfish people who try to 


take the jewels for themselves alone. There are a few people who try to 


destroy the treasure. 


You will watch over the Treasure House, protect it, guard it, see that the 
jewels of freedom are shared by all. 

To do so, YOU will have to know fully what democracy means. Democracy 
will never be secure unless YOU understand it, believe in it and live by it. The 
leadership of the future will depend upon today’s youth. YOU will have to 
train yourself for good citizenship. YOU will have to see that the heritage of 
freedom and opportunity is kept alive for everyone everywhere. 

YOU, without fear, but with courage and faith, will have to carry the torch 
of “Liberty and Justice for All.” 

Then Democracy will be so strong that it will be able to meet any threat 
from any direction. Then YOU and your children will be able to enjoy for all 


time the precious jewels that glow and sparkle for those who hold the Key to
